Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The claim rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as unpatentable over Sasaki et al. in 
view of Chow et al. and Saito et al. on claims 2 and 8 is withdrawn, because these 
claims have been amended. 

Reasons for Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
invention of independent claim 2 discloses a separator main body with the gasket 
forming grooves of the two opposed surfaces being different in shape and the grooves 
formed in said separator main body being inclined downwardly to central parts of said 
grooves to form an inclined shape. The closest prior art of record Sasaki et al. and 
Chow et al. and newly cited art Nagai et al. (US 7063911) do not disclose a separator 
main body with the gasket forming grooves of the two opposed surfaces being different 
in shape as recited in the claim. The invention of independent claim 8 discloses a 
separator main body with the gasket forming grooves of the two opposed surfaces 
being different in shape and a curvature being provided in corner portions of at least 
one groove bottom surface in said gasket forming grooves formed in said separator 
main body as recited in the claim. The closest prior art of record Sasaki et al. and Chow 
et al. and newly cited art Nagai et al. (US 706391 1 ) do not disclose a separator main 
body with the gasket forming grooves of the two opposed surfaces being different in 
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shape and a curvature being provide in corner portions of at least one groove bottom 
surface in the gasket forming grooves.
